The lONslbillty of rwelvlng .H) Cents 
or more a bushel for corn, by feeding 
It to bogs. Is presented by Grady Sel- 
Inrds of the Colleg" of Agrletil lire, 
I’nlversliy of Kentucky. Last year, 
Kentucky farmers producing -11 ton 
litters accorillng to methods prescribed 
by Mr. Scllarils receheil oo cents a 
bushel for I heir corn, when the cash 
jirict* was cants. 

The ton-ill ter feeding method simply 
means tull fcedlng pigs halaneed from 
birth to selling time. Numerous rations 
classify as balanced, hut the common 
one consists of corn, tankage or milk, 
middling, salt and pasture. Cotton- 
.seed meal or oilmeal may 1 k‘ mixed 
with the tankage at the rate of 200 
pounds of tankage and 100 pounds of 
meal. All rations should lie self-fed. 

Shorts have been found to pay best 
when fed to sows suckling Utters or 
to pigs until weaning time. In some 
Instauecs. It may be profitably used 
throughout the feeding iicrlod. 

Salt, always necessary, should be 
self-fed. care being taken to get hogs 
to a full allowance gradually. No ad- 
dltbinal mineral mixture Is necessary 
w'here tankage or sklmmilk Is fed. If 
jiasture alone Is deia-nded on to bal¬ 
ance the grain It may be necessary to 
self-feed a mixture of 40 pounds of 
finely ground limestone, 40 pounds of 
bonemeal ami 20 pounds of salt. 

Mr. Hellurds believes ton-lltter feed¬ 
ing should be profitable If present 
relationships between corn and hog 
prices continue. Litters farrowed bt*- 
tween February 1 and May lo are 
eligible to enter the state ton-lltter 
contest.

Water I’roblcm on Farms 

A survey of 2,350 farm homes iu 12 
counties, made by the home economics 
and agricultural engineering depart¬ 
ments of the College of Agriculture, 
University of Kentucky, Indicates that 
a pure water supply Is a serious prob¬ 
lem on Kentucky farms. 

Approximately half of the families 
Were obtaining water from wells, but 
these wells were often so located and 
lioorly protected that they received 
surface drainage or were subject to 
contumlnatlon by seepage through the 
soil. 

A third of the families used cisterns, 
but only 17 iiercent of these were 
equipped with adequate filters. Fifteen 
Her cent of tbe faulUM obtained water

THE FAR.MER.S’ WAY OUT 

Irrespe<-tive of the merits of the 
various farm vi'llef measures now lie- 
ing eonsideretl, farmers should not la* 
led Into the hellef that their problems 
can be settled entirely bv legislallvc 
action. 

The I'overnmeut cun perhaps ease 
some of the worst effects of the de- 
mession. It may aid our agriculture 
over a crisis. But. In the long run. 
the farmers themselves will decide 
whether agriculture is to prosiK'r or 
to continue In tlie dohlrunis—whether 
It Is to ndvunee or go hack. 

In recent years the farmer has de¬ 
veloped n great weapon—the coopera¬ 
tive. We have seen whnt it can do 
under the most tinfavorahle conditions 
and Its jHitentlal achievements must 
still he left to the Imagination. It has 
been a stnhlllzlng liifluenee when stu- 
hlllzation was the thing the farmer 
has most neetled. It has fought val- 
iaidly for better prices and markets 
when markets and prices were shrink¬ 
ing. It has not. of eonrse. done all ll 
wanted to do. But If It had never 
exlsled, there nihtht he ehnos In agri 
I'lilture far more severe Ilian anything 
the country has exiierlcaced. 

The fulure of the coois'i-ativc lies 
imisHy III the hands of tho funner 
M has been severely erltlelzed, as D 
any new liistllutlon. It has met reslst- 
uuee from thoso who prosiier from 
disorganized farming. It will undoubt¬ 
edly meet more erltlclsin, more re¬ 
sistance. 

The cooperatives deserve the most 
loyal, whole-hearted support. They 
deserve the enlistment of every farm¬ 
er In their area. They must have It, if 
the new era for agriculture, which 
lias been awaited so long. Is to really 
come Into being.
